NAME AND PURPOSE OF THE DIVISION. After considering the variou:

and Water Resources Division, etc. - the Committee confirmed its Febr 
decision to retain the present all inclusive name “Hydraulics Division.” 

After carefully considering comments made by the Water Resources 
ordinating Committee (WRCC), it was decided to retain the wording of th 
purpose of the Hydraulics Division as follows: 


“The advancement and the dissemination of scientific and engineering 
knowledge in all branches of hydraulics, hydraulic engineering and w: 
resources development. In particular this shall embrace meteorolog 
and hydrology as the sciences dealing with the occurrence of water ir 
the atmosphere, on the earth surface and in the ground, fluid mechani 
for the understanding of all flow phenomena, applied hydraulics for th 
design and planning of hydraulic structures and of comprehensive sys 
tems, and those social, economic and administrative aspects basic to 
the conservation and utilization of water as an essential natural resot 


The Secretary was instructed to prepare a letter to Society Headquar 


formally requesting a change in the stated purpose of the Division as quc 
above. 


ORGANIZATION OF WATER RESOURCES COMMITTEES. After careful 
sideration of the comments of the WRCC and of the Committee on Divisi 
Activities, it was decided to proceed immediately with the abolition of th 
Committee on Hydrology effective in October 1959 and with the establish 
of the four new committee as soon as they can be authorized. The Secre

WATER RESOURCES COORDINATOR. It was decided to establish a pos 
of Water Resources Coordinator, who would be responsible to the Execui 
Committee for the activities of the four new Water Resources Committe 
until they have been successfully established, He would meet with and ¥ 
to the Division Executive Committee, and would meet with the new comn 
whenever he considers the occasion demands. The Secretary was reque 
to prepare a letter requesting authority to establish this position. aad 
‘TECHNICAL COMMITTEE PROCEDURES. The procedure to be followe 
technical committees in establishing task forces and naming members tl 
was discussed. Attention of technical committee chairmen should be cal 
to the requirement that the establishment of new task forces be cleared.
